" She is a miracle of deaf and blind 
genius. She was put under private 
instruction at six years old, and after 
three years al the Institute she used 
language better than any child there, 

know inn- all the signs perfectly. 1 

ler her one of the wonders of 
America. You would not believe il 
If you were to see the letters she 
wrote lasl year at ten years of age, 
their literary perfection is such. She 

is now learning to speak, and over- 
comes all impediments without any 
apparent difficulty, 

difornia has always been very 
generous to the deaf and blind and 
means lo keep our institution in the 
front rank of establishments of that 
kind. This is (he reason of my being 
sent abroad to see if there is anything 
in European kindred institutions 
which w i to learn or which f 

it would be desirable to adopt in Cali- 
fornia. The special object of my 
visit has been to sec the results of the 
oral method as practised in many 
schools in Europe. 

" Lei me add the public education 
of the deaf and the blind in Europe 
bears one striking contrast to thai 
prevalent in America. In Purope it 
seems to be looked upon as a sort of 
charity. This applies even to Eng- 
land. In America it is a part o\' the 
public sell- m. which is never 

regarded as a charity. This whole 
point of difference lies in the fact 
that we desire to 

w ho are educated in public in- 
stitutions, while in Europe it seems 
they desire to make ,//,• of 

him."

Hut it was Mr. Douglas 
Tilden, the clever sculptor of the 
figure known as "The Tired Boxer," 

w ho broke the spell, and received an 
honorable mention for that work in 

1890. M. MaoMonniea was the next. 

A i.aiji.i: COMPOSITION. 

Mr. Tilden is now engajred upon a 
very large composition, and one more 
ambitious than he has ever under- 
taken before. It is a scene from the 
Wild West, showing two Indians en- 
gaged in a mortal combat with a 
Utrge grhtlly hear. The redskins 
have been surprised by the infuriated 
mother while oarrying off a couple of 
bear whelps. The bear is standing 
erect on her hind Legs and has caught 
one ofMlie redskins from behind, one 

olaw being around his left hip and 

the other just below the r'bs. At the 
same t ime the f urioiis-looki : 

crunching the apper part of the left 

arm of the "brave" between her 
powerful jaws. The mouth is dosing 

with its great strength over the limb. 
The right arm of the Indian is free, 
and with a superhuman effort he 

raises his tomahawk and is about to 
Strike the hear. The I: u full 

of the courage and determination 

that the Indians used to show in the 

face of death before civilisation and 

"fire-Wat«r" corrupted their spirit. 

The other Indian has been thrown 

down on the ground on (he side of 
the rock where the scene occurs, with 

his right calf .trampled upon by the 

left hind claw of the brute, her « 

being heavily upon it, The foot we 

ipearing in the trout, in its re. 

versed position. 

Ami yet, thus pinned down, the 
Indian has managed to half raise him- 
self ami disengage liis right ami, in 
which he holds a knife, which lu- 
st rives (o bury in the side ol the bear, 
Bis position is such the back tow ards 

oe, twisted round and upwards that 

it gives exquisite opportunity for the 
play of muscular effect on an adinir- 
ably-formed and well-trained man. 
This the sculptor litis made the most 
of, and in this special point he has 
admirably succeeded. The modelling 
of the Indian in the clasp of the bear 
is also of the lirst order, but those 
who have seen Mr. Tildcn's meddling 
of his two figures, "The Baseball 
Player" and "The Tired Bo 
would have been surprised if the figure- 
modelling were nol as perfect as 
possible. 

" INK BEAD " 

Hut the manner in which Mr. Til- 
den has composed the animal will 
probably be of much interest to those 
who know only how ably he models 
the human form. Mr. Tilden is one 
of those men who seek* criticism ra- 
ther than unstinted praise, and how 
difficult it is to obtain criticism from 
friends ! Well ! if he wants it, we 
would say to him : " Your composi- 
tion is broad in treatment, and dar- 
ing in exoution, without he 
gerated. four Bgure-modelHn 
vour two Indians ie of high power, 
Strong and harmonious at the same 
time, and here again there is the 
pleasing absence ration, 

which may have been introduced for 
etl'ect's sake at the cost of art. In 
this way you have succeeded in show - 

■t the mutilation of the two 
Indians by a furious brute, but a tine 

realisation of i mastery 

and life, which thrills our interest; 
for the (diances bet ween the combat- 
ants are somewhere about equal. 
The position of the bear is tine and 
natural, but if there is anything to be 
said about it it in the way of cri- 
ticism, it is that Hruiu is too beauti- 
ful, too sleek and fat to be the mother 
of the two whelps for Which she is 
fighting ; for we think you agree with 
as that bears when they have young 

ones (o look after are apt to b< 

poor in condition rather than be in 

such tine condition as yours." 

Mr. Tilden has been in l'aris but 
little oyer four years. He came here 

utterly unknown, hailing from 
fornia, and with the Mill further dis- 
advantage of being deal and dumb.
